At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Association 


held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  January  3,  1913,  the  follov/ing 
resolutions  were  adopted: 

1.  RESOLVED:  That  the  Council  of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science  requests  the  educational  insti¬ 
tutions,  government  bureaus,  and  other  agencies  engaged  in 
scientific  research  to  send  one  or  more  delegates  to  the 
annual  convocation  week  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
affiliated  societies,  and  that  when  possible  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  delegates  be  paid  by  the  institutions  which 
they  represent. 

2.  RESOLVED:  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  chair 
to  draw  up  a  list  of  institutions  to  which  this  resolution, 
together  with  a  suitable  letter,  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Permanent  Secretary. 


The  undersigned,  in  accordance  with  the  above  resolu 


tions,  were  appointed  as  the  Committee  called  for,  and  we  have 
the  honor  to  invite  your  institution  to  send  one  or  more  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  which  will  be  held  at  Atlanta.  Georgia, 
December  29,  1913,  to  January  3,  1914.  We  believe  it  will  be  of 
substantial  benefit  to  your  institution  to  be  thus  represented 
at  our  meeting.  A  considerable  number  of  affiliated  national 
scientific  societies  will  meet  together  with  the  Association, 


which  thus  "becomes  a  national  congress,  at  which  all  the  most 
important  work  and  the  most  important  problems  of  science  and 
scientific  education  are  adequately  discussed.  The  paying  of 
the  expenses  of  delegates  is  not  an  innovation,  as  it  is  al¬ 
ready  the  custom  of  several  institutions ,  and  in  Europe  it  is 
the  general  custom,  owing  to  the  belief  that  the  sending  of 
official  delegates  to  important  scientific  meetings  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  institutions  they  represent.
